an cffective date ol (he term to be__June 1, 2005, and lorminating _June 1, 2006, snd therealler shall be rencwed for

periods of one year each, unless written notice to the contrary is given by cither party Lo the othier not less than thirty (30) days

before the cxpiration of this agreement or any renewal thereof,

3. The rates to be charged for the municipal clectric service shall be Otter Tail Power's standard rates ag determined by its

standard rate schedule as specifically filed with and approved by the Public Utilities Commission for Street lighting Municipal
Putnping and Fire Sirens and which atre in effect at the execution of this agreement and/or such superseding amendments or

changces as are approved by the South Dakota Public Ulilitiss Commission during the terms ol this agreement.

4. Otter 1'ail Power is subject to the jurisdiction of the South Dakota Public Utilitics Commission and when required by the
Commission’s Order or Rules and Regulations, may submit this agreement for review and approval.

by mutual consent of the parties,
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9. Fixlures installed after the datc of this agreement shall be billed at the schedule of rates in cffect at the time of installation
and/or such superscding amendments or changes as are approved by the South Dakota Utilities Commission during the terms
of this agreement.

10. Otter Tail Power agrees to furnish electric power and energy to operate the pumps for the Municipality’s present waler supply
gystem and present scwage syslem, and such additions to these systems ag may be mutually agresd upon, in accordance with
the terms and conditions as sot forth in this agreement.

11, Electric cnergy used for lighting, heating, power Lools, and other uses neccssary for the normal operation ol these systems, on
approval of Otter Tail Power, may be included. Ofter Tail Power shall supply any necessary meters. The Municipality agrees
to provide a suitable location for meters to be installed on its premiges.

12. The Municipality will pay for all clectric energy used for municipal purping and incidental uses as described in Paragraphs
10 and 11 above, in accordance with the provisions and changes contained in the applicable rate schedule in cfivet at the
execution of thig agreement and/or such superseding amendments or changes as are approved by the South Dakota Public
TTtilitios Commission during the terms of this apreement.

16. All previous agreements, if any, between the parties hercto, covering the subject matter hereof, arc hereby cancelled and
terminated as ol the effective date specificd in Paragraph 2 of this agreement, except as specilically provided in this
agreement.

IN WITNESS WIHEREOF, the respective parties hereto have caused this agreement to be executed by their proper officers
thereunto duly authorized, and the same shall be equally binding (o the respective parties and each of their successors and

assigns.
